17.—The senators 
got off tb e.r sub ject Thursday whiledeb ating 
the resolution to req uire the secretary of war 
to giva senators lists of thes» to whom copies 
of the Record of the Reb ellion are to b e 
given, and the talk drifted to secret sessions. 
On this sub ject Teller declared that he con­ 
sidered s „’e-rot sessions of the senate entirely 
un-repub lican, ex cept, perhaps, when there 
was a treaty en d in g which ought to b e con­ 
sidered in the secrecy of ex ecutive session* 
b ut there was no more reasou why the q ues­ 
tion cf confirming ex ecutive appointments 
should b e comiilereif b ehind closed doois 
than there was why the senate shou d legis­ 
late b ehind closed doors—as it hud once 
done. 
When asked b y Plumb and Hawley wheth­ 
er cab inet meetings and supreme court delib ­ 
erations should b e kept secret, Teller replied 
that what he insisted upon was that when 
the secretary cf a department made an ad­ 
judication of a q uestion, that adjudication 
should b e made pub lic. 
He did not claim 
that when the president called his cab inet 
ab out him their 
discussions 
should 
b e 
pub lic, b ut he did say that when the cab inet 
came to a determination, that determination 
was the property of the whole people. 
The 
president had no right to conceal if, and 
each memb er of the cab inet ought to b e com­ 
pelled to take the responsib ility o i the ad­ 
vice given to the president. 
And £0 , if there was any sub ject which the 
senate desired to consider in private, and 
which ought to b e considered in private, the 
doors, on the application of two senators, 
might b e closed; b ut as soon as the m atter 
was determined every senator’s vote should 
b e made know n. 
The q uestion of the senator 
from Connecticut was a trite one, and not 
now or original. 
It had b een asked b y peo­ 
ple who did not consider the difference b e­ 
tween the process of arriving at a conclusion 
and the conclusion itself. 
The supremo court 
filed its decisions when they were made, and 
the posiiion of each memb er of the court 
upou it was known.

17.—Tho inter­ 
state commerco commission Thursday an­ 
nounced an opinion in the case o£ the com­ 
plaint b y tix 0 Boston chamb er of commerce 
against tuo Luke Shore & Michigan South 
cm Railroad company, tho New York Cen­ 
tral S c Hu.Ison River Railroad company and 
the Boston A; Alb any Railroad company 
forming tt through lino and making through 
rates from ( hi :ago and other western points 
to Boston, for charging higher rates on mer­ 
chandise* from the west intended for local 
consumption at Boston than are charged on 
similar shipments over the lines of tho Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern an i tho New 
York Central S c Hudson River roads to New 
York city, and higher than the ex port rates 
through Buston to foreign countries and to 
points 011 tix e coast of Maine east of Port­ 
land, which are eq ual with the New York 
rates, and also higher than the west-b ound 
rates from Boston, which are also the same 
as New York rates. 
The ex port rates to Boston, tHe commission 
says, are not eq ual with New York b ecause 
the conditions of transportation are alike, hut 
in deference to the laws of trade and the in­ 
terests of commerce, with the view to put 
Boston 011 an eq uality with the various sea­ 
b oard cities, Niw York, Philadelphia, Balti­ 
more, Portland, and Montreal in respect to 
the foreign trade, ui>on which tho railroad 
rates from the interior are regarded as part 
of the general through rate to foreign mar­ 
kets. 
Tho differences b etween the Boston 
local rates have ex isted for many years, and 
have b een maintained on tho ground that tho 
difference in the conditions of transportation 
jus tify a higher charge to Boston propor­ 
tioned to the value of tho service.

There is a hole for the head 
and the garm ent is slipped on by extend­ 
ing tie* arms u pward and perpendicu larly 
and letting the article fall on.

Bv this arrangem ent the effect 
is natu ral and consistent, and it is almost 
impossible, even by feeling, to discover 
the artiiieiality of the padder's ligu re. 
W hy, there is no limit to oift*possibilities, 
A good m any of ou r bu siness men wear 
podded u ndergarments, not particu larly 
for the effect, bu t becau se the clothing 
lits more comfortably.”—-New York Star. 


T y p e 3 Iii*lc* fr o m P a p e r . 
Type made from paper is the latest 
novelty. 
A process has been patented in 
England by which large type u sed for 
placards can bn made from pu lp. 
Su ch 
letters are at present cu t on wood. 
The 
pu lp is redu ced to a powdered tu * c om ­ 
minu ted state, after which it is thorou ghly 
m ixed with a water proofing liq u id or 
material, su ch as a pa ratline oil or a d ry ­ 
ing linseed oil, for instance. The m ixtu re 
is then dried and su bseq u ently pu lverized. 
In its pu lverized state it is introdu ced into 
a mold of the req u isite constru ction to 
produ ce the 
desired 
article— type or 
block 
and then su bjected to pressu re to 
consolidate it and heat to render tack y or 
adhesive the water proofing 
material. 
Finally, the type is cooled while in mold, 
S o as to cau se it t o retain its shape and 
soliditv. -Chicago News.
